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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Final rejection still stands. Applicant 
contends that Posey cannot be used to remedy Kinoshita because Posey does not teach a polypropylene and a polyester film to be 
equivalent. However, as pointed out in the Final rejection, since Posey teaches a laminate comprising a base film of polypropylene or 
polyester with a coating, the use of one film would have been obvious over the other. And since the polyester film of Kinoshita also 
contains 1-25% polypropylene, whereas that of Posey can be polyester or polypropylene, Posey would remedy the invention of Kinoshita. 
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
